The Judge said that separate- 


ly the trusty system and poor 
living conditions at the prisons 
might not be unconstitutional 
but that collectively they con- 
stituted cruel and unusual pun- 
ishment prohibited by the U.S. 
Constitution. 


Henley ordered the state to 


submit a plan to him by April 
1 for changing the prisons. He 
said a tentative date for com- 
pleting the transition should be 
about August 1971, when a max- 
imum security unit at Cummins 
Prison Farm Is scheduled to be 
in operation. 


The Judge's ruling came on a 


complaint brought by 23 in- 
mates. They testified In a hear- 
ing last month that the state did 
not adequately protect their 
lives and did not furnish them 
proper 
food, 
sanitation and 


clothing. The convicts said that 
in many cases inmates went 
without shoes, socks and coats. 


State Correction Commission-
